A bench warrant for the arrest of 
jeorge W. Forrester, of 1795 Peach- 
tree road, N. W., prominent in finan- 
eial circles, was signed Friday after- 
qroon by Judge KE. K, Pomeroy in Ful- 
ton superior court following the action 
ef the Fulton grand jury in returning 
three indictments against Forrester. 
Deputy sheriffs said that the bench 
warrant would be served this morning. 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin has 
ordered bond set at $10,000. 

Forrester’s liabilities are reported 
io be upward of $450,000, with assets 
of “practically nothing.” This state- 
ment was made by Robert 8. Parker, 
attorney for certain creditors, who 
said that various pieces of real estate 
owned by Forrested in Atlanta and 
llorida were heavily mortgaged. 

Two of the indictments returned 
against Forrester charge him with 
l:reeny after trust, while the third 
‘; for a misdemeanor, cheating and 
swindling. The grand jury will re- 
sume its investigation of Forrester’s 
financial affairs at the Tuesday ses- 
sion, as the matter has not been com- 
pleted before that body, Boykin said. 

Two Receivers Named. 


Two receivers have been appointed 
in the Forrester matter. One is Mac 
Asbill, appointed by Judge G. M. 
Howard, of Fulton superior court, to 
tnke charge of seven tracts of land 
on which Charles M. Haynes has filed

agreement with the association. 

The directors, in resolutions adopt- 
ed after they had voted down the final 
peace proposals made by Mr. Ven- 
able, set forth their plans to take im- 
mediate steps to raise additional funds 
to complete the monument now being 
carved on the mountain ‘under super- 
vision of Augustus Lukeman, the pres- 
ent sculptor. 

Mr. Venable, when reached Friday 
night, said he had no statement to 
make at the present regarding the lat- 
est development in memorial affairs. 

May Go to Courts. 

It is considered highty probable that 
the action taken by the directors Fri- 
day will result in throwing the whole 
Stone Mountain question info the 
courts, inasmuch as President G. F. 
Willis, in a letter calling the Friday 
meeting, quoted Mr. Venable as say- 
ing that unless the differences ~be- 
tween the association and members of 
his family were satisfactorily settled 
he would be compelled to take court 
action. 

The action of the directors was 
| taken after a final proposal from Mr. 
Venable was read aid after J. J. Hav- 
erty, chairman of a special councilia- 
tion committee, reported to the effect 
that efforts of the committee had prov- 
en practically fruitless.

Sheriff Gaddis and 
Collum immediately were summoned, 
reaching here shortly before night- 
fall.

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale Friday called 
a special meeting of city council for 
noon today to vote relief funds to 
storm-stricken Florida. 

Atlanta gave $10,000 to the relief 
of Miami in the 1926 disaster, and the 
mayor declared Friday that reports 
indicated the need at this time ‘to be 
even greater than they were in 1926, 
because of the large area which was 
ravaged by the high winds and rain. 

“We should, in my _ opinion, 
something to show our sympathy at 
this time, and I have called the spe- 
cial session with the intention of ask- 
ing council to set up a fund to be 
added to the relief subscriptions being 
collected from all parts of the state,” 
Mayor Ragsdale said. “‘We can do 
nothing less than extend the hand of 


fellowship and sympathy to the thou- 
sands who need some tangible ex- 
pression of owr sympathy at this 
time.” 

Atlanta gave $5,300 Friday to the 
Red Cross, that pestilence and famine 
might be warded from Florida-West 
Indies storm refugees, whose homes are 
leveled and whose injuries are un- 
healed. 

Jubilant over the quickened re- 
sponse, workers Friday planned an 
intensified drive for the city’s $60,000 
quota, $11,825 of which had been sub- 
scribed Friday night. 

As the full fury of the hurricane 
revealed itself to the outside world, 
national Red Cross headquarters set 
$5,000,000 as the “absolute minimum” 
for the relief fund, urging chapters in 
every American community to employ 
emergency means for raising money. 

Meanwhile, disaster workers near 
West Palm Beach, hindered by wreck- 
age-strewn, inundated roads, were 
frantically searching out bodies from 
the Lake Okeechobee area, many of 
which have been treated with lime,

Pl.gue Danger Imminent. 

These sections are in immediate 
danger of plague from the contami- 
nated water and distressing sanitary 
conditions, Red Cross workers report. 
Funds must be made available for es- 
tablishing refugee camps, administer- 
ing to the injured and the eventual 
rehabilitation of the country. 

In Florida alone, 15,000 families are 
standing in immediate need of emer- 
gency aid, while 400,000 inhabitants of 
Porto Rico are homeless, with crops 
devastated and famine impending.

MARTIN RETURNS 
FROM HORROR SCENE 


Medical Director Places 
New Estimate on Dead 
as Soldiers Report Burial 
of 537 Bodies.

West Palm Beach, Fla.. September 
21.—Governor John W. Martin, of 
Florida, looked today on the horror 
that is Pahokee and the road leading 
from this tittle Everglades city, on 
the shores of Lake Okeechobee, to- 
ward Bell Glade. 

Sick at heart and weary of body, 
clad in white plasterer’s overalls, at 
midnight tonight the state’s chief 
executive did not attempt to conceal 
the terrific shock he had suffered as 
he saw the dead, floating in the flood 
waters, on porches where they stil] 
lie unattended, in piles gathered and 
not moved, in board boxes used for 
coffins and on the side of the high- 
way in the south lake storm area. 

Governor Martin’s first concern of 
his return to West Palm Beach was 
an appeal to the people of the state 
of Florida to rush to the succor of the 
storm victims, those without food and 
those without a roof te cover them. 

As he sat on the side of a bed ix 
the Hotel Monterey one of the build- 
ings which suffered the least from the 
hurricane Sunday which laid this city 
in piles of ruins, he talked to news- 
paper correspondents for an hour; re- 
counting over and over the terrible 
sights he viewed during the afternoon.

Estimating the dead at 1,500. based 

on the most carefully gathered details 


from conservative sources in this city 
and in the heart of the “glades” Gov- 
ernor Martin asserted that he could 
not believe the figure ever could drop 
below this total. 
_ Governor Martin’s statement, in full 
follows: 

“I deem it necessary to advise the 
people of this state of my inspection 
of the everglades section and Palm 
Beach county today in company with 
the adjutant general and attorney gen- 
eral of the state. By boat and auto- 
mobile, I visited the Cana] Point and 
Pahokee sections of Palm Beach 
county and find that from (Canal 
Point south along the banks of Lake 
Okeechobee, this section has been praec- 
tically wiped out.

Negro Battlers Furnish Plen- 
ty of Action; Walker 
Beats Clark. 


Mr. 8. C. Roby, business man of 
this city, has cari4+d his business ideas 
into the great, uplifting sport of box- 
ing, and Friday night at the audito- 
rium gave an inquisitive Atlanta public 
the first inkling of what he was go- 
ing to do with the $10,000 which he 
is reported to have set aside in a 
commendable effort to revive the man- 
ly art of modified murder in At- 
lanta. 

Judging from the way those who 
saw fit to attend Friday's affair ap- 
plauded, stormed, cheered and other- 
wise made themselves noisy, Mr. Roby 
has done very well. 


He must have had close to 3,000 
people on hand as several negroes of 
all shapes, sizes and descriptions en- 
tered the ring, slung gloves at each 
other and then departed. It was in 
using this type of fighter that Mr. 
Roby demonstrated his business acu- 
men. The colored lads quite naturally 
do not command such a high price 
for their services as those alleged 
fighters of the Caucasian race. And 
also, the colored boys, even if some 
of them don’t know any great lot 
about fighting, once in the ring, sling 
gloves with considerable eclat = anid 
abandon, landing the wildest of swings 
and giving a general atmosphere of 
hustle and bustle to the entire pro- 
ceedings. This, of course, pleases the 
crowd, and to be successful in a busi- 
ness of the sort in which Mr. Roby 
has just entered, it is quite necessary 
that you please the crowd. 

Plenty Action. 


There was action from beginning to 
end. It dragged sometimes. Some- 
times it was furious, but on the whole 
it was rather satisfying.

WEALTHY GRID PLAYERS 
GIVE COACHES LESS 
WORRY THAN POOR ONES

Philadelphia, September 21.—(AP)—Perhaps the sons of wealthy 


families do not turn out to be better football players than those who are 
obliged now and then to toil for a living, but they certainly are easier on 


the mind of a coach. 


That thought belongs to Lou Young, | 


curly-headed, kindly leader of Vennsyl- 
vania’s gridiron forces. It comes of 
constant association through the past 
10 or 15 years with both types of 
young men, on football fields and off. 
He explains it this way. 

“You never worry in the off season 
about a boy whose parents are 
wealthy because you know that he is 
somewhere out in the open, getting sun- 
burned and husky, building in healthy 
leisure for the rugged work of the 
fall. The athlete who has to work in 
the off season may be cramped over a 
desk and return to college all tired 
out. 
“The wealthy youngster comes back 
to football in great shape, ready for 
play. When the season is over you 
forget about him until the next fall 
rolis around. 

“Consider the Other.” 

“But consider the other fellow. You 
worry about whether he has a job and 
can return to college all right. If he 
hasn’t a job you get him one, When 
college opens you must see that the 
work he does is swapped off against 
football so that he gets the most good 
in both directions.” 

Coach Young, busy now since Sep- 
tember 4 building a team that has 
caught his imagination and lifted his 
hopes for a championship eleven to 
new heights, also knows what has 
happened to all the reserve material 
missing on so many prominent eastern 
gridirons this fall. 

“More and more.” he says, “the 
small colleges are biting into the big 
fellows. At one time a youngster of 
definite football ability never consider- 
ed anything but the major colleges 
when graduating from prep school. 
Why. Lebanon Valley and Franklin 
and Marshall got more promising prep 
school material this fall than I did 
here at Pennsylvania. 

Lack of Reserves. 

“All the colleges in the east this 
year are feeling the lack of strong 
reserves. No longer can you look over 
a squad and see uniformly big men and 
plenty of them. There are only 35 
football players here and [I can re- 
member when almost a hundred turn- 


out. 

“Of all the eastern colleges only Yale 
seems to attract promising youngsters, 
Harvard doesn't seem to get them as 
consistently as formerly, nor Prince 
ton either. It is a definite lack of 
which coaches are well aware and, in 
fact, discuss frequently among them- 
selves.” 

Pennsylvania’s hopes this season lie 
for the most part in eleven huskies 
capable of holding their own in almost 
any company. But there seems to be 
little left on the bench after the var- 
sity takes the field. 

Tough Schedule. 

Facing a schedule that lines up Penn 
State, Navy, Chicago, Harvard, Colum- 
bia and Cornell for successive games, 
Pennsylvania has four fine backs and 
seven sturdy linemen. The rest is 
problematical. There are Pan] Scull, 
the captain; Paul Murphy, John Sho- 
ber and a sophomore who may be a 
sensation; Dick Gentle, for the back- 
field.

“T have already denounced this story 
as a falsehood in the columns of the 
paper which printed it 10 days ago. | 
repeat this denunciation. The truth 
is that this paper, or the Tammany 
national organization, sent a female 
detective to my office to procure some 
evidence along this line.

Robinson’s Charge. 

“This detective in her statement spe- 
cificaNy desclaimed seeing me. Yet 
Senator Robinson says that I directed 
her to a place where she could get 
anti-Smith religious literature, and 
Giovernor Smith declares that “the 
head of the bureau,” evidently mean- 
ing me, “put her in an automobile.” 
This is an improvement on the origi- 
nal canard in the direction of fur- 
ther misrepresentation. 

“Ts it not a fact that both Gov- 
ernor Smith and Senator Robinson, 
while denouncing campaign misrepre- 
sentations, thus show a willingness to 
broadcast them, and that while de- 
nouncing religious agitation in the 
campaign, are taking this means of us- 
ing religion as a campaign asset?

ASSAILS AL SMITH

Presenting the case of Herbert Hoo- 
ver and Alfred E. Smith “not as a 
witness against Smith and Tammany 
but as a lawyer summing up the facts 
from the printed records,” .ex-Senator 
R. L. Owen, of Oklahoma Friday 
night told an audience of approximate- 
ly 1,000 anti-Smithites at the Atlanta 
theater that “Herbert Hoover is a 
better democrat than Al Smith.”

Heckler Ejected. 

The meeting started with an address 
by Barry Wright, of Rome. leader of 
the anti-Smith forces.

HORRORS IN FLORIDA 


Storm Ares 


ed areas about Lake Okeechobee, fo- 
cal point of the Florida hurricane, is 
iforecing relief workers to evacuate the 
section. 

This reports was made here Fri- 
iday night by J. T. Holloway, Asso- 
,ciated Press photographer, on his re- 
turn from West Palm Beach. 

After three days spent in the center 
of the storm district, Mr. Holloway 
said the death list must eventually 
mount several hundreds above the 
‘thousand mark. 


Buried in Single Grave. 


At West Palm Beach he said he 
'saw 200 bodies, none of them identi- 
| fied, interred in a common grave, all 
|in pine boxes hastily nailed together 
‘by relief workers. - 

| An intolerable stench of putrified 
' flesh hangs over the 4%-mile stretch 
of paved road between West Palm 
Beach and Bell Glade, on the banks 
aa the Okeechobee, Mr. Holloway said. 

“When I left there late Thursday 
jnight Red Cross) werkers declared 
| they would have to order all humans 
‘irom the area. 

“For 30 miles on either side of 
this road, and for many miles be- 
yond Bell Glade, unrecovered bodies 
of man and beast are decomposing to- 
gether. 

Water Sources Contaminated. 


-““Water sources are becoming con- 
taminated, and I understand that the 
flood-level is slowly rising. When we 
entered that territory ftye miles of 
water was hub-cap deep, and coming 
out two days later it had risen higher. 

“The Okeechobee, a body of water 
40 by 70 miles in extent, is said 
to be the Jargest fresh water lake 
south of the Great Lakes. 

“Before the storm it was surround- 
ed by seven towns, all in a_truck- 
farming district, where numerous ne- 
gro field hands were employed. 


All Boads Blocked. 


“[ never got beyond Bell Glade be- 
cause emergency workers have never 
been able to clear the highway of 
debris beyond this point, and _ prob- 
ably will not be able to do so for 
many weeks vet. 

“Only one building was left stand- 
ing in this town, which must have 
had a population of more than 500. 
When the wind began to blow Sun- 
day night, it hurled a devastating 
wall of water before it. 

“Everything was swept away on this 
crest. Houses, barnes, outbuildings, 
trees and foilage were lashed together 
in a tangled maze, and whirled away 
before wind and wave. 

One Group Fortunate. 

“Perhaps the most fortunate group 
in this town was composed of 22 
refugees, six negroes and 16 whites,

who had sought shelter from the ap- 
proachirfg storm in the home of J. 
R. Leatherman. 

“The house was known to be solid- 
ly built to compete with such an emer- 
gency, a two-story affair of heavy 
timbering and foundation.

Although the building had rocked be- 
fore the gale, they never suspected 
they were moving until the first man 
ventured out, several hours later, to 
find the entire house had been moved 
also a mile by the force of the ele 
ments. 


Brother Disappears. 


“No one had received a_ scratch. 
But buildings on either side of this 
one disappeared entirely, and have 
not been located since, Mr. Leather- 
man’s elder brother was caught out- 
side, presumably on the way home 
from town, and searchers have not 
been able to find him. 

‘““People had received government 
storm warnings in advance of the 
wind. They collected before dusk in 
locations deemed safest. Darkness 
came early that night, and the first 
blast of wind arrived on its heels, 
lasting about 25 minutes. 

‘“'Ehere was a short lull before the 
full fury of the storm arrived, rolling 
up the waters of the lake and seni- 
ing them over the surrounding coun- 
try. 

“Spectators said the rain fell in 
solid torrents, or heavy streamers of 
descending water which dropped with 
devastating force. 

“Relief workers announced Thurs- 
day that every human inhabitant of 
Pohokee, a village near Bell Glade. 
had to evacuate the community. 


1,000 Reported Lost. 


A tent encampment of negro farm:

was completely swept from this sec- 
tion, and no living one of them has 
been found, residents said. 


“When I left the storm region 
workers had abandoned the practice 
of bringing all bodies into West Palm 
Beach, and were burning them with 
quicklime wherever they were found.

COTTON MARKET 
HAS FEW FRIENDS 


The following comment on the cot- 
ton marketing situation is contributed 


by J. S. Oliver, noted cotton fore- 


caster, and member of the Cotton Mar- 
ket Forecast Co., New York: 

In the end, supply and demand do 
most in determining commodity val- 
ues. Meanwhile, at intervals, honest, 
but misguided speculative efforts of 
well intentioned men exert powerful 


but deceptive influence on _ price 
swings. During early July, as we all 
know, with cotton around 23 cents. 
most men saw every reason for higher 
price levels. Now, with prices (around) 
50 points lower, only a few can de- 
tect any value to cotton at all. From 
being overbought to oversold, the mar- 
ket now has few friends. Yet, let 
an advance of 100 to 200 points oc- 
cur, present pessimism would evapo- 
rate, bearishness would be forgotten, 
and the clamor would be for higher 
prices. 

Will there be enough trade offtake 
in the next month to withstand the 
daily increasing hedge pressure? his, 
in a nutshell, is most of the cotton sit- 
vation, so far as prices are concerned. 


(On the surface, it looks as though this | 
hedge pressure—this weight of bales— | 


will exert a further depressing inf}u- 


ence, yet it is plain that mills are in-| 
dulging in some worthwhile scaledown | 
In addition, the market no | 


buying. 
longer has to contend with old stale 


Jong accounts, so it appears that fur- | 
ther reaction will go to make tech- | 


nical strength. We would avoid fol- 
lowing the decline further. 


Speculatively, the market can he in- | 


fluenced higher or lower by some sud- 


den prospective increase or decrease in| 


the size of the crop. However, we 
feel sure this particular feature is now 
receiving too much belated considera- 
tion. It is fairly reasonable to figure 


that the crop will come within the 
range hetween 14.000,000 and 15,000.- 
OO0 bales. As 15,000,000 is generally 
necepted as the amount, this quan- 
tity would seem to have been well dis- 
counted. Further, as average chances 
favor early frost, and the crop being 


ndmittedly late, not to mention ordi- 
nary future deterioration, it would 
appear as though the possibility of a 
reduced ‘quantity remains to be dis- 
counted. Now is the very time to 
look ahead! 


Cotton may, and probably will, sag 
a little lower betore the decline goes 
too far—as all price swings do. On 
the other hand, with the price at or 
below actual cost of production, with 
practically all bear news recognized 
and discounted, and with ample time 
Jeft for bullish crop and trade condi- 
tions to suddenly develop, we feel it is 
extra hazardous to continue “short” 
now. 


When the big 1926 crop depressed 
cotton to the 12 cent level, the textile 
industry started a production debauch. 
This resulted in a glutted goods mar- 
ket. Most of the time since, mills 
have had a hard row to hoe, especially 
since the high cost of raw cotton had 
to contend with a huge goods surplus. 
Now, through concerted action and 
scientific cooperation among members, 
textile concerns have passed the peak 
of their embarrassment, the trend be- 
ing toward substantial improvement. 
Replacements can be effected without 
loss, and even with profit in instances. 
The average price of (New York) cot- 
ton on this day during the past four 
years was even 22 cents, or some 4 1-2) 
cents above present price levels. So 
nil in all, it would seem trade and | 
mill buying will go far toward pre- 
venting hedge sales doing damage to. 
the price structure.

New York, September 21.—Traders 
in General Motors were not afraid of 
th: further weekly increase of $85,- 
000,000 in brokers’ loans, the 9 per 
cent call money rate late touched yes- 
terday or the warning of Governor 
Young of the federal reserve board 
that some of the over-indulgent may 
get their fingers burned. 

The opening of General Motors was 
50,000 shares running from 213 7-8, 
a new high, to 214 1-2. This was 
against last night’s closing of 212 1-4. 
In the forenoon General Motors climb- 
ed above 115 and kept on going after 
the noon hour in anticipation of the 
very favorable statement given out 
immediately after the close of the 
stock market by President Sloan, who 
is sailing for abroad. 

Market Is Strong. 

Under the 
Motors the opening of the stock mar- 
ket as a whole was very strong and 
very active with the exception of 
Feeeport Texas. That stock closing 
at 69 7-8 opened at 60 on the news 
that the directors had declared the 
regular $1 quarterly dividend but only 
25 cents extra against the 75 cents 
extra that has been declared. Oi's 
were conspicuous for strength and ac- 
tivity, capecially those in the refimng 
end. Usually well-informed Wall 
Street people are expecting many im- 
portant oi] mergers within the next 
year. Some talk was heard today of 
pending negotiations for a combination 
of Atlantic Kefining, Sinclair and 
Tidewater. It was also heard that 
some very powerful banking interests 
have recently become large stockhold- 
ers of Sinclair. 

Months ago it was stated in this 
column that there were good reasons 
for believing that Sinclair was mak- 
ing a great deal of money and plow- 
ing it in against the time when 
Standard Oil and other interests now 
in control will change the name of 
the company to get away from re- 
cent unpleasant publicity. 

Call Money Ample. 

Call money opened at 8 per cent. 
Time money for 30, 60, and 90 days 
was up to 7 1-2 per cent. The supply 
of call monéy was larger, resulting 
from funds being attracted by yes- 
terday’s 9 per cent rate. 

Conservative Wall street people are 
becoming increasingly uneasy over the 
Increasing amount of call money being 
used to finance the stock market. 
fearing what might happen in the 
stock market if something unexpected 
of an unfavorable character should 
break in the news. This uneasiness 
was reflected today in other soft spots 
than Freeport Texas. For example, 
Wright opening at 174 advanced to 
175 and then broke to 166 early in 
the day. In the meantime Warner 
closing at 110 3-4 and opening at 
112 1-4 broke to 108 1-4. Steel com- 
mon was again soft in spots, failing 
to keep pace with General Motors, 
the oil shares and other active lJead- 
ers on the constructive side.
